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Continuation of 3. NOTE: With respect to independent claim 19, changing "a write request" to "each" write request changes the cope of 
the claims. For example, the claims require each write request, instead of just one. In addition, "always" sending the write request 
changes the scope of the claim as well in much the same manner. Also, sending the write request "without regard to data stored in said 
cache memory of said first disk controller" changes the scope of the claim. Accordingly, the changes in scope of the instant independent 
claim will require further search and consideration. In addition, there appears to be a typographical error in line 13 of claim 19. 
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
